By-Laws  to  regulate  the  Club  are  passed  by  the 

Committee  from  time  to  time  in  accordance 

with  Rule  83.  The  present  By-Laws  are: 

1.  Membership  card  -  A  member  must  carry 
his  membership  card  when  in  the  Club. 

2.  Guests  -  Guests  must  be  signed  in  by  a 
Member  and  are  to  be  accompanied  by 
him  at  all  times. 

3.  Charges  -  A  Member  may  accrue  charges 
to  his  house  account  A  Member  and  his 
guests  may  also  pay  in  cash  or  by  credit 
card. 

4  House  Accounts  -  Charges  to  Member's 
house  accounts  will  be  invoiced  monthly 
and  are  payable  within  thirty  (30)  days. 

5.  Ladies  -  Ladies  are  welcome  as  guests  in 
the  Dining  Room  and  Cocktail  Lounge. 

6.  Athletic  Department  -  Males  guests  aged 
twenty-one  (21)  and  over  are  welcome  at 
all  times.  On  Saturdays,  Members'  sons 
aged  ten  (10)  and  over  are  welcome  as 
guests.

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A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE 

EPICUREANS 


Wine  is  man’s  oldest  documented  medicine. 
The  oldest  known  medical  handbook,  a 
Sumerian  pharmacopoeia  written  on  a  clay 
tablet  dated  around  2200BC,  recommended  the 
use  of  wine  with  various  drugs  as  treatments 
for  ailments  such  as  sweet  wine  with  honey  to 
treat  cough. 

Wine  was  one  of  the  main  medicines  of  the 
ancient  Greeks.  Hippocrates  (450-3 70BC) 
used  wine  extensively  "as  a  wound  dressing,  as 
a  nourishing  dietary  beverage,  as  a  cooling 
agent  for  fever,  as  a  purgative  and  as  a 
diuretic". 

Dioscorides,  a  Greek  army  surgeon  under 
Nero,  was  the  founder  of  "Materia  Medica"  or 
the  study  of  medical  substances  as  an  applied 
science.  He  used  wine  in  many  conditions  and 
a  particular  type  was  always  specified. 

In  medieval  times  healing  was  undertaken 
mainly  by  monks.  Wine  was  used  as  a 
medicine  by  itself  or  mixed  with  other 
compounds  to  make  a  palatable  concoction  out 
of  foul  tasting  substances.  Many  of  the  liqueurs 
used  today  owe  their  pedigree  to  medicines 
used  in  the  dark  ages  by  monks.
